4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invention v^s made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the prior 
art shown in Figure 3 in view of Kesselring DE '064 and Alstadt et al '950. 

The claimed invention involves an improvement over the nipple of Figure 3 
wherein the fiver nets are formed in band or strips spaced circumferentially about the 
nipple. The provision of an airflow groove which is connected to the feeding hole is 
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considered to be well-known in the art as shown by Alstadt et al (see 64). To have 
simply reduced the amount of fiber net to strip embedded in the nipple at 
circumferentially spaced location would have been obvious in view of Kesselring 
teaching such placement. The grooves would inherently lie in other locations than the 
strips so as not to be obstructed by them. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kurkjian '436. 

To have provided a thickening around the opening to reinforce it would have 
been obvious in view of Kurkjian. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Alstadt et al '870. 

To have formed the groove in a thickened portion would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Alstadt et al. 

7. Claim 3 is* objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other known nipple constructions.
